Facts of complaint 

On September 29, 1993 PAUL EUGENE PRUDHOMME, born 7/13/40, a 
ticketed passenger on Delta Flight 220 from New Orleans Intrn. Airport 
to Cincinatti found to possess a loaded five shot 22 caliber magnum ^ 
North American Arms Derringer, Serial Number W13481, four inch 
stainless steel with wood grips. The gun was spotted in PRUDHOMME's 
black carry on hand bag through Concourse D x-ray machine. PRUDHOMME 
stated that he carries the weapon for personal protection and that he 
forgot that it was in the bag. PRUDHOMME was ticketed and released by 
J.P.S.O., Item # 1-26534. 

NCIC revealed an arrest on 10/6/60 by New Orleans Police 
Department for auto theft and on 9/15/92 was arrested by Maryland State 
Police for "carrying wearing a handgun and boarding an aircraft with a 
firearm." The NCIC printout is attached and made part of this 
document. 

New Orleans FOIMS was negative regarding PRUDHOMME however. 
General Indices reflected a 194-92-254 which was indexed in 1985.
